The Governor of Iowa Shown the 
Entombed Remains ol Gen- 
eral Garfield. 
Xew Ynrk Ttiltunc. 


In conversation with a reporter of 


the Elmira (N. Y.) Daily Adveiiiser, 
a few days ago, Governor Sherman, 
of Iowa, made the following extraor- 
dinary statement. "I saw President 
(iarneld a day or two ago in Cleve- 
land. Yon need not look astonished 
—I really saw him—not his spirit, 
but his own form and features. 
I 


had visited Lis tomb to do homage 
to the spot where the martyr-Presi- 
dent WIIH Bleeping. The watchman in 
charge, on learning whence I came, 
and who I was, asked me if I would 
like to see the President I was as 
greatly surprised as you can be. He 
aimply showed me he was in earnest, 
invited me into the tomb, unscrewed 
and removed the lid from that sacred 
casket, and there lay General Gar- 
field before me—just as he looked 
the day of his funeral—as if in a 
weary, nnrefreshing sleep. I was sur- 
prised, for, despite the emaciation of 
those noble features, I was at once 
struck with their likeness to the gen- 
eral, as I had seen him alive. I pre- 
sume that years will pass ere the 
preserving traces of the embahner's 
work will have been removed from 
all that is left on earth of Garfield. 
He was a great man, and it shows iu 
his calm though pain shrunken fea- 
tures still." 


The Cleveland Herald has con- 


firmed the accuracy of Governor 
Sherman's report, and adds that it 
was Lieutenant Van Vliet, of the 
Tenth United States Infantry, the 
officer in charge of the detail of sol- 
diers guarding the tomb, who en- 
couraged and gratified the governor's 
ghastly curiosity. Lieutenant Van 
Vliet surely has a strange concep- 
tion of the duty he was ordered to 
perform. He was stationed at tho 
tomb to protect, not to expose the re- 
mains. It is to be hoped that it will 
not be necessary to appoint a guard- 
iun of the guard.

THE SUFFERERS 


FROM THE GREAT IOWA 


CYCLONE. 


Crop Notes from Vari- 


ous Points. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, June 20.—The 


allowing appeal for aid has been 
'urnished the associated press, with 
a request for its publication in-all 
;he papers in the ccvntry: 


To THE PUBLIC:—After two days 


and nights spent in traTersing the 
;rack of the tornado that swept over 
;his state with su<u fearful havoc 
last Saturday night, and having re- 
ports from scores of the reporters of 
the DCS Moines Register and asso- 
ciated press sent to all parts of it, I 
find the condition of the stricken 
people so piteous and so needful of 
instant and generous help that I 
send this appeal to the people of the 
United States in their behalf. The 
tornado made a swath of destruction 
through tho thickly-settled portion 
of Iowa some 150 miles in length 
and an average of half a mile in 
width, extending from a point south 
of Ames, in the centre of the state, 
and swept in the shape of a crescent 
to South English, in Keokuk county, 
in the southeastern part of the state. 
We have the names now of 69 dead 
and 500 wounded, half of the latter 
grievously hurt, and probably a fifth 
of them fatplly. 
Over 300 families 


have had their homes totally de- 
stroyed, and there are now at least 
1,500 homeless and in want 
The 


loss in property will exceed $2,000,- 
000, and may reach $3,000,000. In 
the town of Orinnell alone over 
§400,000 in property was destroyed, 
on none of which was a cent of in- 
surance, as in the case of fires. It 
will take at least $300,000 to put the 
people there beyond need and dis- 
tress. It will take $1CO,000 at once 
to put the wounded people in condi 
tion to be cared for. It will take 
11,000,000 at the lowest to keep the 
fuiil'erers from want, and to help 
them to put the humblest of roofs 
over their heads. 


The people of Des Moines and ol 


Iowa arc responding generously. 
The citizens of this city have sub- 
scribed 18,000 thia morning and will 
make it $20,000 before night, in 
money, and are also Beading provi- 
sions and clothing besides. 
But it 


will take the help of every humane 
city and town in the west, and o) 
every liberal city and town in the 
east to put comfort and safety be- 
tween these stricken people and fur- 
thor fluttering and fatality. 


(Jrinnoil is a town of New En 


gland people, a thriiiy, intelligent 
people, and with tho lowest rate ol 
crime and illiteracy in the state, and 
the highest rate of intelligence and 
morality. Tho rich towns of the 
east may well help these sons am] 
daughters of New England in the 
distress and need of the utter calam- 
ity visited upon them so tvuelly by 
this Moloch of the air, which has 
killed fifty of their people, destroyed 
ICO of their homes, ma'-ned and mu- 
tilated 200 more of their people, 
many of whom will soon die, and al 
of whom must be cared for for 
months, and wiped out totally near- 
ly half a million dollars in uninsured 
property. 


lowa'college has had all its build 


ings destroyed, its 400 students made 
homeless, and has suffered a loss oi 
§75,000 in uninsured property. 


The condition of other towns an<3 


farming communities is full as pitia- 
ble and helpless. All that the peo- 
ple of lown can do will be done to 
alleviate the condition and repair in 
part the losses of the sufferers.

lamities may fitly ask the people of 
other communities to help them in 
this hour of great aalamity to many 
of the worthiest of its people, and to 
this end I ask my fellows of the press 
through the United States to place 
these facts before their readers, and 
to give their timely help to its suffi- 
cient purpose of raising and provid- 
ing aid at the earliest moment pos- 
sible. 


The fury and power of this utter 


calamity wore as indescribable }n 
their mightiness of strength, as their 
havoc and power were cruel and 
complete. Many people were be- 
reft of their houses, not a splinter as 
large as a finger, not a shred of fur- 
niture as large as a skein of silk, and 
hundreds have no elothing left, ex- 
cept the night clothes they had on. 
Cases of exceptional horror add exr 
ceptional pathos to the piteous whole. 
Women in pregnancy were killed 
outright, others forced to premature 
delivery, and little children with both 
parents killed, and left maimed and 
wounded themselves. Every condi- 
tion exists that most tenderly ap- 
peals to the pity of the human heart 
The wounds inflicted by the debris 
that filled the air like chaos, by the 
electric balls of fire that seemed to 
traverse every inch of space, and 
that exploded with fearfully fatal 
effect, will many of them defy all 
skill and nursing, even with the ten- 
dered care 


The fury of the storm, which was 


clearly of electric origin, and which, 
indeed, may be described as having 
been electricity itself precipitated in 
chaos, may be understood from the 
statement that in various places it 
took up in its greater spirals, or fun- 
nels, houses, a thousand feet high, and 
took up and carried large herds of 
the cattle through the air for thous- 
ands of feet and dashed them down 
dead in heaps. Many thousands of 
cattle, horses, hogs and other ani- 
mals now lie in the track of the tor- 
nado* already rotting, and adding, in 
the hot weather, the horror of putre- 
faction to the foul and pervading 


odors that are being given off by the 
millions of tons of decaying matter 
eft in the wake of the tornado. The 
lorrors of the storm, the unspeaka- 
»le cruelties that it inflicted, the pit- 
iless woe of its coming in the night, 
when the dead were not known, and 
the wounded could not be found, and 
the piteous state in which it has left 
hundreds of families, before pros- 
perous, may not be described in 
'ords, but once known to generous 
hearts must command the instant 
sympathy of the liberal and imme- 
diate help.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—By the 


action of the house to-day the ques- 
tion of enacting a law on the subject 
of counting the electoral votes for 
president and vice president is prac 
tically settled for this congress. The 
house was in no humor to consider 
the bill to-day, and by recommitting 
it signified its disposition not to pass 
any measure at all. When Mir. Up 
degraff, chairman of the committee 
having the subject in charge, called 
it up as a question of privilege, there 
was at once a very decided manifesta- 
tion of opposition to the terms of the 
bill he reported. The sections pro- 
viding for the determination of any 
claim to the title of president or vice 
president by action in the nature of 
quo warranto were objected to by 
members on both sides, and Mr. 
Brown,, of Indiana, a republican 
member, moved to have them strick- 
en from the bill. This part of the 
bill is substantially what the demo- 
crats tried to have enacted for the 
benefit of Mr. Tilden during the 
electoral count of 1877. It was about 
the same thing that David Dudley 
Field, who was then in congress, 
conceived anoT helped to fight Mr. 
Tilden's battles for, and it was prob- 
ably for this reason that so many re- 
publicans opposed the Updegraff bill 
with the provision in it. 
The demo- 


crats with a few exceptions, headed 
by Mr. Hewitt, opposed and voted 
against this feature on general prin- 
ciples, probably because they did not 
want any bill passed at all. The re 
suit was that the sections indicated 
were stricken out. Mr. Updegraff 
then refused to have anything to do 
with trying to have the substitute 
passed as amended. He had a very 
respectable following and the result 
was that the substitute failed. 
The 


senate bill, for which the Updegrafl 
bill was offered as a substitute, as a 
consequence of those incongruous el 
ementfi, was recommitted. This is 
an easy way the house has of letting 
down a committee whose action it 
does not indorse. Mr. Updograff 
said afterwards it was not likely that 
the committee would ever take up 
tne subject again. This action of 
the house is regretted by some of the 
leaders on both sides, who think the 
importance of the subject demanded 
that affirmative action Hho-1,1 1,'ivo 
been taken. The bill wuuKI rion 
all probability have gone to a v 
ference committee, which might L; ve 
matured a measure to nwoi all l!m 
defects of the present electoral sy- 
tem.

Sioux CITY, June 20.—The Jour- 


nal will to-morrow publish crop re 
ports from over 100 points in north- 
western Iowa, northwestern Minne- 
sota and northwestern Nebraska. 
The general outlook is more favora- 
ble than ever known at this season 
of the year, nnd the acreage largely 
increased. 


VANDALIA, 111., June 20.—Harvest- 


ing commenced in this vicinity to- 
day. The crop is uninjured and will 
be the largest yield and the best 
quality of wheat harvested in this 
locality for a number of years.

Ceramic Artfulness, 
we a good many humbugs in 


th» world, and «rt circles are as often 
deceived by them aa are less sesthetio 
people. A London collector recently re- 
faied to pay So.OOO for 8 pair of rose Da- 
barrv vases, which he Inul bought of a 
dealer for old Sevres, affirming that th«y 
were iparious, itud that the seller hid 
tempted him to bay by exaggerating the 
price he himself had paid for them. 
There were pretty strong grounds for 
snipectiDg that the seller's figures were 
exaggerated, and good-judges were 
equally divided as to the genuineness or 
iporiousness of the vases. Ihe jury, 
however, held the buyer liable for the 
fall amount. 


Sevres is not .the only ware about 


which there is much uncertainty. Con- 
noiflienrs often go into ecstasy about 
"old SaUuma," but Professor Morse, 
who has lived in Japan, declared in a re- 
cent lecture before the Lowell Institute 
of Boston, that Satiuma is not held in 
any special estimation in Japan. There 
ire four kinds of it—the gray punted, 
the gray inlaid, the brown, and Jhe light 
colored or fellow. Ths Japanese claim 
that the yellow clay was not discovered 
until the present century, and that there 
is no SDoiout Satsnma pottery; all arti- 
cles of real Satsuma are small, and have 
no stamp upon them; and plates with 
heavy rims, cups with handles, and sau- 
cers and pitchers, have absolutely no ex- 
istence in genome Japanese pottery. 
Two rare old articles of genuine Satsu- 
ma ware which were obtained by the lec- 
turer with great trouble and expense, 
were made seventy-five years ago. The 
larger articles sold oa ancient Satsuma 
are from two to four years old, and are 
principally sold in Tokio, and are rubbed 
with charcoal duet to give them on ap 
pearanoe of «ge. 


The Professor also declared that he 


had himself stood beside an agent of an 
American firm which deals in "Sateuma " 
ware, and heard him give art order for a 
great quantity of this "ancient" pot- 
tery, directing the designs, and telling 
the maker to put on plenty of decora- 
tions, no matter what. 
These large 


pieces are regarded p^ the Japauese as 
abominable paraphrases, and a name ia 
applied to them which signifies that they 
ue made solely to be exported. They 
are, for the most part, not Satsunm at 
all, but Awata, and the decoration is per- 
forated by children and cheap workmen 
of all kinds. 


There are a good many fine specimens 


of Batonms, not a few of large size, to 
b» found in all our American cities. The 
amount paid for some of these will ap- 
peal much magnified in the light of Pro- 
leisor Morse's revelations. If he is to 
be credited, there are other Japanese 
art* than the finishing of pottery, which 
collectors and all purchasers would do 
fill to study. 


The English Language. 


A fact not generally known, except, 


perhaps, to a class of instructors^ who 
iave given the subject thought, is that a 
emarkable proficiency in the use o! 
English can be attained without a 
mowledge of eveu-the elementary prin- 
ciples of grammar aa taught in books. 
Some of the purest and best writers 
iave never taken the trouble to learn so 
much as the parts of speech. One well- 
mown writer, whose purity of style and 
eleganca of expression would grace the 
u °e» of uny magazine in the country, 
uv-r gave a day's time to the study of 
ruramar. 
Of course these are exceptional in- 
tiin-'e? in which a native taste for com- 
position and a habit of reading standard 
luihors, hftve had much influence in 
uoUiing »ty!e. Some people will never 
I'urii t" wi'ite well with the bestadvan-. 
u.i", >.li\;e other* seem to fall into a 
[o'o.l f..r£ii of expression naturally.
